Provided  that  all  new  features  to  be  introduced  must 
he  sent  to  the  Supreme  Secretary  to  be  approved,  and 
until  so  approved  shall  not  be  operated  or  used  in  a 
Lodge  room. 

If  there  are  a  number  of  Candidates  to  be  initiated 
a  simple  way  to  decide  upon  the  Candidates  to  be  put 
through  can  be  aranged  from  the  following  methods 
of  selection  of  Initiates. 
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Suggestion  No.  i — Pie  Hunt  and  Race. 
When  there  arc  a  number  of  Candidates  to  be  put 
through,  say  three  or  more,  the  Candidates  should  be 
bHndfolded.  their  hands  tied  behind  their  backs,  a  bib 
about  their  necks,  and  each  placed  on  his  knees,  m  a 
straight  hne  across  the  Hall.  In  the  center  of  the  Mall 
place  a  chair  for  Candidates  in  a  straight  line  across 
the  room  directlv  in  front  of  (and  12  to  15  feet  from) 
the  Candidates,  '?md  on  the  seat  of  each  chair  a  small 
blackberry  pie,  made  with  plenty  of  juice  in  it.  When 
all  is  arranged,  remove  blindfold,  and  explain  to  Can- 
didates that  thev  must  go  on  their  knees,  and  eat  the 
pie  without  touching  it  with  their  hands  (which  should 

remain  tied). 

The  Candidates,  excepting  the  two  Candidates  who 
are  the  slowest  eaters  (or  who  fail  to  eat.  as  the  case 
may  be),  will  be  excused  from  taking  the  Degree. 

Always  have  several  towels  and  a  pail  or  two  of 
clean  water,  to  wash  the  faces  of  the  contestants  after 
the  Pie  Hunt  and  Race. 

Suggestion  No.  2. — Potato  Race. 
(Walnuts  or  onions  may  be  substituted  for  potatoes^. 
Have  for  each  candidate  a  small  paper  box,  with  a  hole 
cut  in  the  lid  or  cover,  the  hole  to  be  a  little  larger  than 
the  nuts  used.  Place  the  boxes  in  a  straight  lino 
across  the  Hall  in  front  of  the  Exalted  Ruler's  station 
about  two  or  three  feet  apart,  put  a  Candidate  behind 
every  box;  take  8  or  10  nuts  (as  desired)  for  every 
Candidate,  placing  them  in  a  straight  line  about  ij'^  >o 
2  feet  apart.  When  all  is  arranged,  explain  to  Candi- 
dates that  thev  must  at  the  word  "  Go."  start  for  the 
farthest  nut,  get  it.  return  and  deposit  it  in  their  box, 
then  go  for  the  next  farthest,  return  and  deposit  t. 
and  so  on  till  all  are  gathered  up.  and  all  but  the  two 
slowest  will  be  excused  from  taking  the  initiation. 

Candidates  should  have  removed  their  own  clothes, 
and  be  dressed  in  some  grotesque  manner,  such  as 
Turkish  pantaloons  (or  loose,  baggy  bloomersV  a  loose 
short  shirt  hanging  outside  of  pantaloons,  and  a  paper 
or  felt  fool's  cap  on  his  head.
